Police hav e charged two of the 
fiv e men they believ e took part 
in the slay in g. The black n ation al­ 
ist leader who u rged Negroes to 
fight v iolen ce with v iolen ce w;as 
shot down on the stage of the 
Au du bon Ballroom, in fu ll v iew of 
some 400 who had come to hear 
him address a rally .

Th e ter­ 
rorists pinned on h er body a death sentence signed Forces for 
Liberation of South Viet Nam. 
Eigh t o'clock one evening, 20 Viet Cong broke into th e h ouse 
of Ngo Tien, 58, of th e Ph u Hai h amlet council. Th ey read an 
indictment condemning h im to death , th en knocked h im down 
with submach ine gun sh ots. Th e assassins left th e indictment 
on h is body signed Front for Liberation of th e Smith . 
At midnigh t, Viet Cong entered th e h ouse of Dang Th ien

Some h amlet ch iefs keep foxh oles h andy near th eir h omes, 
depend on a youth lookout force to warn th em wh en Viet Cong 
assassins sneak into th e area. 
Oth er officials sleep every nigh t with friends in nearby 
towns, come back each morning to do th eir work. 
Not all Vietnamese are brave, of course. Th e country h as 
•ome village militiamen wh o run and h ide wh en Viet Cong ap­ 
proach , and some regular troops wh o only go th rmigh th e mo­ 
tions of figh ting. Th ere are turncoats, traitors and weaklings. 
But in th e past four years, 20,000 Vietnamese soldiers h ave 
been killed in action and 25,000 wounded. 
Consider, too, h ow difficult it is to figh t under th ese con­ 
ditions: 
One of th e earliest Communist Viet Cong operations was 
directed against th e rural Vietnamese police. Th e Reds would 
•end a small guerrilla force to th e outskirts of a town and en­ 
tice th e police garrison to come out and figh t.

But wh en it was all over, after

And just a sh ort time 
before, over at th e Wh ite House, 
President Joh nson’s press sec­

told newsmen about th e same 
th ing. 


Th ere 
was 
noth ing 
casual 
about Rusk's meeting with th e 
press. Th rough h im th e Joh nson 
administration was stating its 
position for everyone to h ear, 
inside and outside th e United 
States, for Joh nson recently h ad 
been under pressure from two 
directions. 
At h ome th ere were sugges­ 
tions h e explain to th e people 
th e American position and prob­ 
lems in Viet Nam. Overseas, a 
number 
of 
countries 
h ad 
pressed for negotiations to end 
th e war. And th is week U Th ant, 
secretary-general of th e United 
Nations, suggested th e United 
States get out of Viet Nam after 
negotiations to save face. 
It was no w'onder, in view of 
all th is, th at Rusk wanted to be 
sure h e said only wh at h e want­ 
ed to say after apparently a lot 
of th ough t by th e administra­ 
tion. So h e began reading from 
a prepared text on th e Ameri­ 
can position before permitting 
newsmen to question h im. 
Wh en th ey began th ey poked 
and tried to pin h im down tigh t­ 
er but th rough all h is answers 
h e stuck to wh at h e h ad read. 
Th is didn’t make for an exciting 
news conference and a multi­ 
tude of ideas but Rusk's purpose 
was to get one idea across and 
th at's wh at h e stayed with . 
Wh at h e said, wh en looked at 
one way, seemed solid and defi­ 
nite but very flexible, perh aps, 
wh en examined from anoth er 
direction.

Ca rved Gems 


With the gro wing po pularity o f scarab 
jewelry , there is new interest in all manner 
o f carv ed gems. 
Cameo s, to o , are in the 
fashio n fo refro nt due to the recurrence o f 
the antique jewelry lo o k. There are sev eral 
materials that are a fav o rite fo r gem carv ers; 
camelian, blo o dsto ne, agate, lapis lazuli, jade 
and Tiger’s ey e. Often, scarab bracelets will 
include each o f these gem materials. 


Carnelian, agate, blo o dsto ne and tiger's- 
ey e are all members o f the Chalcedo ny family , 
and take beautifully to either intaglio o r has 
relief carv ing. These engrav ed gem materials 
were primarily used fo r three reaso ns: as an 
o rnament, as seals o r signets, o r as an amulet 
o r charm. 


In early Egy pt, the sacred beetle had the 
same significance as the cro ss during the 
Christian era. The scarab was so cherished 
as a po werful amulet that fo r a perio d o f 
abo ut 2,000 y ears, ev ery Egy ptian citizen 
(abo ut sev en millio n! had o ne o r mo re o f 
these carv ed gems. That is why there are 
still so many ex amples o f scarabs in ex istence 
to day . Since the gem materials used were all 
sturdy , and enduring, this is ano ther reaso n 
why the scarab fo rm has co me do wn intact 
to o ur civ ilizatio n. 


The Pho enicians replaced the beetle fo rm 
with cameo -like saty r heads, altho ugh bo th 
they and the Greeks co ntinued to carry the 
beetle fo rm to all parts o f the Mediterranean 
wo rld.

Yes, girls, there is an easier 
way to HEM A DRESS! Pick a 
dress out of y our closet that’s 
the length y ou want. Hang both 
it and the new dress to be 
hemmed on a coat-hanger, with 
the new one underneath. Adjust 
so shoulders and neck of both 
dresses are even, and p in waist­ 
lines together. Use clothesp ins 
(the snap k ind) or p ins to k eep 
the dresses from moving on the 
hanger. Hang them up . sit down, 
and baste or p in the hem of the 
new dress according to the other. 
(Simp le, wasn’t It!)
